(See  S.  B.  56;  enrolled, 
approved,  chapter  1,  Statutes  of  1927.) 

S.  B.  2.  BAKER. 

Amends  Sec.  738c,  Pol.  C.  Increases  salaries  of  Judges  of  Superior 
Court  Menterey  County,  from  $5,000  to  $7,200. 

S.  B.  3.  BREED. 

New  general  law.  Supplements  Gasoline  Tax  Act  of  1923,  Deering 
2964. 

Adds  additional  l(i  tax  to  be  deposited  in  Motor  Vehicle  Fuel  Fund ; 
fitter  payment  of  certain  refunds,  balance  of  such  proceeds  is  to  be  paid 
into  state  highway  construction  fund  to  be  used  for  acquisition  of  rights 
of  way  and  for  construction  of  roads  and  highways  under  jurisdiction  of 
California  Highway  Commission. 

S.  B.  4.  FELLOM. 
Amends  Sec.  190,  Pen.  C. 

Abolishes  capital  punishment  for  murder  in  first  degree;  prescribes 
life  imprisonment  therefor. 

S.  B.  5.  GARRISON. 

New  general  law,  supplementing  Deering  3854. 

Provides  for  improvement  districts  within  irrigation  districts,  for 
acquisition  of  a  system  of  laterals,  ditches  and  pipes  or  a  system  of 
pumps,  separate  from  main  system  of  district. 

Procedure:  Formed  by  irrigation  district  board  after  petition  by 
landowners  and  hearing  of  objections. 

Assessments:  Spread,  according  to  benefits,  by  irrigation  district 
board  acting  as  viewers ;  payable  in  not  more  than  three  installments, 
at  same  time  regular  annual  assessment  is  payable.  Supplemental 
assessments  if  original  proves  insufficient. 

S.  B.  6.  HANDY. 

Amends  Sec.  4257,  Pol.  C,  Mendocino  Co.  Govt.  Act. 

County  Clerk:  Given  one  deputy,  $1,800;  10^  per  name  for  registra- 
tion of  voters. 


Recorder :  Increase  from  $2,100  to  $2,400  ;  additional  deputy  at  $1,200. 
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Tax  Collector:  One  deputy.  $1,500,  in  lieu  of  assistants  at  $700. 

Dist.  Attv.:  Increase  from  $2,700  to  $.'5,000:  allowed  stenographer 
$1,200. 

Supervisors:  Mileage  increased  from  20c  to  25^. 

S.  B.  7.  HURLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  1260,  C.  ('..  by  increasing  from  $5,000  to  $10,000  tlic 
value  of  a  homestead  which  may  he  selected  by  the  head  of  a  family. 

S.  B.  8.  SHARKEY. 

Amends  Sees.  1  and  2,  Deeriqg  1400.  Civil  Service  Commission  Act. 

Provides  that  civil  service  commission  shall  consist  of  one  executive 
and  two  associate  members,  instead  of  a  single  executive  member. 

In  that  regard,  bill  reenacts  the  law  as  it  existed  prior  to  1{»2.">  except 
that  salary  of  executive  member  remains  as  fixed  in  1925. 

S.  B.  f).    NELSON  AND  WELLE  It. 

New  general  law.  Creates  a  public  corporation  to  be  known  as  the 
State  Bar  of  California. 

Two  classes  of  members:  Active  and  inactive.  Every  attorney  is  an 
active  member  until,  upon  his  request,  he  is  enrolled  as  inactive. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  designated  "Board  of  Governors,"  con- 
sisting of  one  member  elected  from  each  Congressional  district  and  four 
members  elected  at  large  by  the  members  of  the  corporation.  Term  : 
One  year.  Vacancies  in  the  board  are  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
remaining  members  of  the  board. 

Board  is  charged  with  executive  functions  of  the  corporation  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  act  with  power  to  appoint  committees,  officers  and 
employees  and  to  fix  and  pay  salaries  and  necessary  expenses. 

Board,  with  approval  of  Supreme  Court,  is  to  fix  qualifications  for 
admission  to  practice  law;  to  formulate  and  enforce  rules  of  professional 
conduct;  to  discipline  or  disbar  attorneys  for  cause  (the  person  disci- 
plined or  disbarred  being  accorded  the  privilege  of  petitioning  *he 
Supreme  Court  to  review  such  decisions,  the  burden  being  upon  the 
petitioner  to  show  wherein  the  decision  is  erroneous)  ;  to  make  appropri- 
ations and  disbursements  from  the  funds  of  the  corporation  ;  to  appoint 
local  administrative  committees  who  shall  receive  and  investigate  com- 
plaints as  to  conduct  of  members  and  perform  such  other  duties  under 
the  act  as  the  Board  may  direct;  in  the  conduct  of  investigations,  to 
take  and  hear  evidence,  administer  oaths,  and  upon  trial  of  matters 
committed  to  its  jurisdiction,  to  compel  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
production  of  documents. 


Violation  of  rules  of  board,  after  rules  have  been  approved  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  is  punishable  by  suspension  from  the  practice  of  law 
for  ;i  period  not  to  exceed  one  year. 

Annual  fee,  active  members:  $5  until  increased  by  board  to  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $10;  inactive  members  $2.  Failure  to  pay  involves 
suspension.  Any  person,  not  an  active  member,  who  practices  law,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

S.  B.  10.  WEST. 

Daylight  saving  law;  advances  time  one  hour  from  April  1  to  Oct.  31 
each  year. 

Declared  to  be  an  urgency  measure  necessary  for  immediate  preser- 
vation of  public  peace  and  safety. 

S  B.  11.    M ALONE Y. 

New  general  law.  Prohibits  employment  of  aliens  by  contractors  or 
subcontractors  on  public  work  done  under  authority  of  state,  county 
or  city  except  in  cases  of  certain  enumerated  emergencies  or  when 
citizens  are  not  available  for  employment. 

Violation:  A  misdemeanor. 

S.  B.  12.  GARRISON. 
Amends  Sec.  487,  Pen.  C. 

Designates  theft  of  a  hog  or  turkey  as  grand  larceny. 

S.  B.  13.  BREED. 

Appropriates  $10,000  to  complete  "John  Muir  Trail"  under  direction 
of  State  Department  of  Engineering. 

S.  B.  14.  HURLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  591,  Pol.  C,  relating  to  Insurance  Commissioner. 

Provides  tor  office  at  Los  Angeles  (as  well  as  at  San  Francisco,  as  at 
present ) . 

Authorizes  commissioner  to  fix  salaries  of  his  assistants  without  con- 
currence of  board  of  control. 

Increases  special  fund  from  $60,000  to  $100,000.  Increases  revolving 
fund  from  $500  to  $1,000. 

Changes  occur  in  lines  2,  6.  14.  and  23  of  bill. 

S.  B.  15.  HURLEY. 

New  general  law.  Requires  each  liability  insurance  policy,  insuring 
against  certain  enumerated  types  of  risks,  to  state  that  the  insolvency 
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or  bankruptcy  of  the  insured  shall  not  release  the  carrier  and  that  if 
execution  against  the  insured  is  returned  unsatisfied  because  of  such 
insolvency  or  bankruptcy  (in  case  death  results  from  the  accident), 
Ihe  injured  person  or  his  representative  may  recover  against  the  carrier 
under  the  policy  for  the  amount  of  judgment  recovered  in  an  action 
against  the  insured. 

S.  B.  16.  HURLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  609,  Pol.  C,  relating  to  insurance  companies.  Text  of 
law  entirely  changed. 

Present  section  is  designed  to  prevent  the  use.  by  a  new  company,  of  a 
name  similar  to  that  used  by  a  company  already  engaged  in  business. 

Amendment  substitutes  provisions  designed  to  regulate  "promoting 
corporations,"  "holding  corporations."  and  the  sale  of  securities  of 
such  corporations,  placing  certain  restrictions  upon  such  sales  and 
requiring  certificates  from  the  insurance  commissioner  therefor. 

S.  B.  17.  HURLEY. 

Adds  Sec.  550,  Pen.  C. 

Requires  that  every  advertisement  or  announcement  issued  by  an 
insurance  company,  purporting  to  make  known  its  financial  standing, 
shall  contain  a  true  statement  of  the  actual  amount  of  cash  on  hand, 
its  assets  and  liabilities,  etc.,  and  that  same  shall  correspond  with 
verified  statement  thereof  filed  with  the  insurance  department;  same 
applies  to  both  domestic  and  foreign  corporations, 

Special  requirements  are  prescribed  in  respect  to  foreign  companies. 

Penalty  for  violation  of  this  "and  the  preceding  section":  a  fine. 

S.  B.  18.  HURLEY. 

New  general  law.  Sets  forth  procedure  for  liquidation  of  insurance 
companies  upon  application  of  the  state  insurance  commissioner. 

The  facts  and  conditions  upon  which  such  a  proceeding  may  be  predi- 
cated are  stated  in  Sec.  2. 

Applies  to  "all  corporations  *  *  *  which  are  subject  to  exami- 
nation under  any  law  of  this  state" ;  or  "which  are  in  process  of  organi- 
zation intending  to  do"  insurance  business  therein;  as  well  as  to  such 
agencies  actually  engaged  in  the  insurance  business;  also  to  all  corpora- 
tions "to  which  any  article  of  this  chapter  is  applicable." 

S.  B.  19.  CHRISTIAN. 
Adds  Sec.  925a,  C.  C.  P. 

Applies  to  a  justice's  court,  provisions  similar  to  those  which  (by 
Sec.  1054,  C.  C.  P.)  obtain  in  the  superior  court,  in  relation  to  con- 
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tinuances  when  the  attorney  for  the  party  desiring  the  continuance  is. 
attending  a  session  of  the  Legislature  as  a  member  thereof. 

S.  B.  20.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  Sec.  1208,  Pol.  C,  providing  for  assistance  to  illiterate  or 
helpless  voters,  in  marking  election  ballots. 

New  matter  inserted,  beginning  "receive"  in  line  6  and  ending  "or" 
in  line  7,  p.  1  of  bill.  Permits  such  voter  to  select,  his  own  assistants  who 
need  not  be  election  officers. 

Omits  second  sentence  of  text  of  law,  beginning  ' '  Neither"  and  ending 
' '  purposes. ' ' 

S.  B.  21.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  Sec.  1018,  Pen.  C,  adds  proviso  (lines  8~12)  allowing  plea 
of  guilty  to  be  withdrawn  and  plea  of  not  guilty  to  be  substitute.!  by 
counsel  where  defendant  is  out  of  county  or  is  physically  unable  to 
attend. 

S.  B.  22.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  Sec.  3,  Deering  5229,  regulating  elections  in  cities  of  the 
fifth  and  sixth  classes. 

Substitutes  "may"  for  "shall"  in  line  12  of  the  bill. 

S.  B.  2:?.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  Sec.  2969,  C.  C,  relating  to  levy  of  attachment  or  execution 
on  personal  property  upon  which  a  third  party  claims  a  mortgage. 

Inserts:  Proviso  which  begins  in  line  7  and  ends  in  line  14. 

S.  B.  24.  CHRISTIAN. 
Amends  Sec.  1142,  Pol.  C,  relating  to  precinct  election  officers. 

New  matter:  Proviso,  beginning  in  line  22  of  page  1  and  ending  in 
line  3  of  page  2. 

On  page  2,  "who"  in  line  15  to  and  including  "provided"  in  line  16. 

On  page  3,  "except"  in  line  32  to  and  including ' '  hereof"  in  line  32. 

Omits:  On  page  4,  line  8,  "and  actually  resides  in  the  precinct," 
following  "oath." 

Effect:  To  permit  electors  of  adjoining  precinct  to  serve  if  insuffi- 
cient number  of  precinct  electors  apply  for  positions. 

S.  B.  25.  CHRISTIAN. 

Amends  Sees.  2  and  4,  Deering  5531,  relating  to  extermination  of 
rodents.

Amendment  to  Sec.  2:  Inserts  "the"  to  and  including  "hoard"  in 

lines  4  and  5|  p.  2. 

Amendment  to  Sec.  4 :  Same  insert  in  lines  26  and  27,  p.  2. 

Gives  county  supervisors  authority  similar  to  that  now  vested  in  state 
hoard  of  health. 

S.  B.  26.    JOHNSON  AND  H.  C.  JONES. 

Appropriates  an  undesignated  sum  of  money  for  survey  and  con- 
struction of  highway  from  Governor's  Camp  in  Redwood  Park.  Santa 
Cruz  county,  to  a  point  yet  to  be  designated.  Work  placed  under  man- 
agement of  California  highway  commission. 

S.  B.  27.  COBB. 

Amends  Sec.  647,  Pen.  C.  Omits  exceptions  as  to  California  Indians 
when  defining  persons  who  are  vagrants  and  liable  for  punishment 
therefor.  Adds  lines  5  and  6  of  page  2  of  bill,  relating  to  illegal  sale  of 
liquor. 

S.  B.  28.  GARRISON. 

Amends  Sec.  46,  Deering  '{854,  California  Irrigation  District  Act. 

Substitutes:  "a  penalty  of  one"  for  "two"  in  line  13  of  bill,  reducing 
from  two  to  one  per  cent  the  interest  payable  upon  redemption  from 

tax  sale. 

S.  B.  29.  JOHNSON. 

Act  to  legalize  bonds  issued  and  sold  by  municipalities  in  certain 
cases.  Enrolled. 

S.  B.  30.  JOHNSON. 

Declares  that  a  certain  highway  extending  from  Moulder  Creek  to  a 
point  on  the  state  highway  which  extends  from  Saratoga  Gap  to  Cali- 
fornia Redwood  Park,  shall  become  a  part  of  the  state  highway  system 
when  Santa  Cruz  County  shall  have  secured  a  right  of  way  therefor, 
and  the  same  is  approved  by  California  highway  commission  and 
county  has  graded  the  road  bed  as  prescribed  in  the  act. 

S.  B.  31.  JOHNSOX. 

Appropriates  $5,000  to  be  used  by  California  highway  commission 
to  survey  a  road  from  Hollister  to  Soledad  by  way  of  Pinnacles  national 
monument. 

S.  B.  32.  HI'RLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  30.  adds  See.  30r/,  Deering  5128.  California  Vehicle  Ai  t. 

Traffic  officers  to  be  appointed  by  state  division  of  motor  vehicles, 
from  civil  service  list,  in  lieu  of  nomination  by  county;  salaries  and

expenses  payable  by  state  out  of  moneys  in  motor  division's  allotment 
from  motor  vehicle  fund,  instead  of  county's  portion. 

In  Sec.  30ft,  provision  is  made  for  compensation  of  traffic  officers  who 
sustain  injuries  in  the  service. 

S.  15.  33.  HURLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  2,  Deering  4740.  relating  to  payment  of  wages  in 
seasonal  labor. 

Adds  sentence  in  lines  0  to  11. 

S.  B.  34.  HURLEY. 

Adds  Sec.  3236,  to  Pol.  C.  Authorizes  public  officers  in  letting  con- 
struction for  public  work  to  give  preference  to  California  materials, 
supplies  or  concerns,  when  the  difference  in  price  shall  not  exceed  five 
per  cent. 

S.  P>.  3.1.  HURLEY. 

New  general  law.  Requires  every  person  who  influences  or  engages 
a  person  to  change  from  this  state  to  any  place  in  any  state  or  country 
to  work  in  any  branch  of  labor,  to  furnish  the  employee  a  statement  as 
to  kind  of  work  and  conditions  of  employment,  including  sanitary  con- 
ditions, wage  rate,  hours  of  employment,  etc. 

Violation  :  A  misdemeanor. 

S.  B.  36.  INMAN. 

Appropriates  $200,000  to  construct  permanent  approach  to  bridge 
across  Sacramento  river,  near  Rio  Vista. 

S.  B.  37.  BREED. 

Deficiency  appropriation  for  mileage  of  legislators.  Enrolled. 

S.  B.  38.  McKINLEY. 
Amends  Sec.  831/,  C.  C.  P. 

Adds  subd.  (4),  lines  1  to  5  of  p.  3  of  the  bill,  allowing  costs  in  an 
action  in  a  municipal  court  on  the  same  basis  as  in  the  superior  court 
except  that  costs  will  be  allowed  even  though  judgment  be  for  less 
than  $300. 

S.  B.  39.    N.  M.  ALLEN. 

Amends  Sees.  1,  3-5,  10,  12,  13,  23,  24  and  33,  Deering  2256,  primary 
election  law. 

Changes  date  of  primary  from  last  Tuesday  in  August  to  third  Tues- 
day in  September;  state  convention,  from  third  Tuesday  in  September 
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to  second  Tuesday  in  October;  county  committee  meeting  from  third 
Tuesday  in  September  to  first  Tuesday  in  November. 

Effective  as  and  when  provided  on  page  28,  lines  16_25  of  bill. 

S.  B.  40.  CROWLEY. 

Amends  Sec.  739.  Pol.  C.  Increases  the  annual  salaries  of  certain 
officers  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  follows:  Two  phonographic  reporters, 
$3,000  to  $3,300  each  ;  two  secretaries.  $3,000  to  .$3,300  each  ;  bailiff, 
$2,400  to  $2,700 ;  librarian.  $2,700  to  $3,000. 

S.  B.  41.  FELLO.U 

Amends  Sec.  7,  Deering  2349,  regulating  employment  agencies. 

Changes  license  fee  from  $100  in  cities  of  the  first,  first  and  one-half, 
and  second  classes,  $50  in  cities  of  the  third  and  fourth  classes,  and  $10 
in  other  cities  or  towns,  to  $200  in  cities  having  a  population  over 
100,000;  $100  in  cities  having  a  population  over  40,000;  $50  in  cities 
having  a  population  over  10,000;  and  $25  in  cities  having  a  population 
less  than  10,000. 

Changes  bonds  required  from  $2,000  in  cities  of  the  first,  first  and 
one-half,  and  second  classes,  $1,000  in  cities  of  the  third  and  fourth 
classes,  and  $500  in  other  cities  and  towns,  to  bond  of  $2,000  in  cities 
having  population  over  100,000;  $1,000  in  cities  having  population  over

Amends  Sec.  11,  Deering  2349.  employment  agency  act. 

Requires  employment  agency  to  give  statement  to  person  applying 
for  employment  which  shall  set  forth  position  of  the  person  ordering 
help,  with  reference  to  the  employer,  and  the  total  amount  of  fee 
charged  and  collected  from  applicant.    (Lines  7  and  13  of  p.  2.) 

Provides  that  the  form  of  contract  of  employment  agencies  shall  be 
uniform  for  each  type  of  agency  and  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall 
have  authority  to  authorize  contracts  omitting  certain  provisions  for 
certain  classes  of  labor.

This  section  provides  that  the  decree  of  adoption  shall  not  become  final 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  award  to  the  adopting  parent.

Amends  Sec.  117,  Pol.  C,  relating  to  division  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia into  congressional  districts,  redisricting  congressional  districts 
first  and  second  so  that  all  counties  within  the  second  district  are 
placed  within  the  first  district.  Remaining  districts  renumbered.  Dis- 
tricts ninth  and  tenth,  comprising  county  of  Los  Angeles,  have  been 
divided  into  three  districts,  numbered  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth. 

A.  B.  5.  BERNARD. 

Amends  Sec.  27P5,  Pol.  C,  relating  to  construction  and  repair  of 
bridges.  No  bridge  must  be  constructed  or  repaired  where  the  cost 
of  construction  or  repair  will  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,500,  except  on  the 
order  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  amendment  increases  the 
amount  fixed  for  such  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  from  $500 
to  $2,500. 

A.  B.  6.  BROCK. 

Deering  Gen.  Law  5166.  Amends  67  sections  of  the  Municipal  Cor- 
poration Act.    Relates  to  cities  of  the  fifth  and  sixlh  classes. 
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The  amendments  change  the  title  or  designation  of  the  "board  of 
trustees"  to  "council";  that  of  "president  of  the  board  of  trustees" 
to  "mayor";  that  of  "city  marshal "  to  "chief  of  police";  that  of 
"recorder"  to  "city  judge"  and  designation  of  "recorder's  court"  to 
"city  judge's  court". 

A.  B.  7.  DILLIXGER. 

Adds  Sec.  737<i.  Pol.  ('.  Provides  that  the  salary  of  the  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  El  Dorado  County  is  $5,000,  one  half  of  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  state  and  the  other  half  by  the  county. 

A.  B.  8.  EASLEY. 

Declares  highway  from  Antioch  Bridge.  Contra  Costa  County, 
through  Antioch.  Pittsburg,  Bay  Point,  Concord.  Walnut  Creek, 
and  to  Alameda  County  line  to  be  state  highway.  Authorizes  highway 
commission  to  acquire  rights  of  way  and  materials  and  tools  for  con- 
struction. Provides  that  no  political  subdivision  shall  receive  com- 
pensation for  road.

Provides  that  all  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  repairing  and 
adjusting  motor  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  therefor.  Creates  an 
examining  board,  provides  for  the  appointment  of  the  members  of- the 
board.  Fixes  the  fees  to  be  paid  for  examination.  Provides  for  a 
hearing  before  such  board  and  for  an  application  to  the  superior  court 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  such  board.  Repeals  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  the  act. 

A.  B.  10.  HEISINGER. 

Amends  Sec.  4233,  Pol.  C.  County  officers  of  Fresno  County.  The 
salaries  of  county  officers  have  been  decreased  as  follows:  Countv  clerk 
from  $4,600  to  $4,000;  sheriff.  $6,000  to  $5,000  :  recorder  from "$4,000 
to  $3,300;  auditor  from  $4,000  to  $3,300;  treasurer  from  $4,000  to 
$3,500;  tax  collector  from  $4,000  to  $3,300;  assessor  from  $5,000  to 
$3,600 ;  district  attorney  from  $6,000  to  $5,500. 

A.  B,  11.  -1EWETT. 

Repeals  Sec.  1168,  Pen.  C.  Sec.  1168  is  the  indeterminate  sentence 
law. 

A.  B.  12.  JOST. 

Declares  highway  from  Mission  San  Jose  through  Sunol  and  Dublin 
of  Alameda  County  to  be  state  highway.  Authorizes  highway  com- 
mission to  construct,  alter,  or  maintain  said  highway  on  most  practic- 
able route. 

A.  B.  13.  KEATOX. 

Amends  Sec.  718,  C.  C.  The  amendment  eliminates  the  words 
"municipality,  or  any"  after  the  word  "any"  in  line  6  of  the  printed 
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bill.  The  amendment  also  eliminates  in  line  7  the  following  after  the 
semicolon  following  the  word  "years"  :  "excepting  that  the  sewer  farm 
of  a  municipality  and  all  waters  lor  sewage  used  or  discharged  thereon 
may  be  leased  for  a  period  not  exceeding  25  years  and  excepting".  The 
amendment  also  eliminates  the  following  which  appears  after  the  word 
"state"  line  9  of  the  printed  bill:  "or  any  lands  belonging  to  such 
city  adjacent  to  such  tide  lands  and  submerged  lands,  may  be  leased

C.  Provides  that  when  public  work  is  being 
done  under  contract  and  any  employee  shall  be  permitted  to  work  over 
eight  hours  a  day,  the  contractor  shall  file  with  the  officer,  board,  or 
commission  awarding  the  contract  a  verified  report  of  the  nature  of 
the  urgency  together  with  the  name  of  the  workman  and  the  hours 
worked  by  him  on  said  day.  Failure  to  file  the  report  is  made  con- 
clusive evidence  that  no  urgency  existed.  New  matter  occurs  at  p.  2, 
lines  1-9  and  37. 

A.  B.  16.  NIELSEN. 

Deering's  General  Law.    Act  1477. 

The  amendment  eliminates  the  following  "residing  in  one  are  attend- 
ing junior  college  in  an  adjoining  county"  which  would  appear  after 
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the  word  "students"  in  line  20,  p.  1  of  the  printed  bill,  and  inserts  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following  "are  attending  a  .junior  college  in  a  county 
other  than  the  county  in  which  they  reside".

Deering 's  General  Law.   Act  5159. 

The  amendment  adds  the  following:  "other  than  a  city  and  county" 
in  line  !*.  p.  1  of  the  printed  bill,  and  also  adds  the  following  "whether 
such  territory  lies  within  the  same  or  adjoining  counties"  appearing 
in  lines  11  and  12,  p.  1  of  the  printed  bill. 

The  amendment  would  permit  the  annexation  by  a  municipal  cor- 
poration, other  than  a  city  and  county,  of  territory  adjoining  such 
municipal  corporation  whether  the  same  lies  within  the  same  county 
or  in  an  adjoining  county.

Exempts 
from  provisions  commissioners,  fire  chief,  firemen  during  emergencies 
or  during  continuance  of  a  fire.  Provides  for  six  day  per  week  employ- 
ment of  firemen  and  authorizes  a  vacation  of  15  days  in  each  year. 

A.  P..  21.  SPALDING. 
Deering's  General  Law.  Act  5166. 
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The  amendment  adds  the  words  "other  than  a  city  and  county' 
appearing  in  lines  4  and  5,  p.  1  of  the  printed  bill,  and  also  adds  the 
words  "or  adjoining"  line  5,  p.  1  of  the  printed  bill,  and  adds  where 
the  territory  of  one  is  contiguous  to  the  other"  appearing  in  lines  5 
and  6,  page  1  of  the  printed  bill. 

The  amendmen!  would  permit  the  consolidation  of  adjoining  munici- 
palities whether  the  same  were  in  the  same  or  adjoining  counties. 

A.  B.  22.  PARKMAN. 

Deering  Gen.  Law,  Act  7105.  Adds  new  Sec.  27a  to  Sanitary  District 
Act.  The  amendment  provides  that  territory  contiguous  to  a  sanitary 
district  and  in  the  same  county  may  be  annexed  to  such  district.  The 
amendment  provides  for  the  filing-  of  a  petit  ion  and  hearing  of  t  he  same, 
after  notice,  by  the  sanitary  board.  Such  board  shall  make  a  finding 
or  recommendation  with  reference  to  such  petition  and  such  finding  or 
recommendation  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  and  the  board  shall  alter  the  boundary  lines  of  the  district  in 
accordance  with  the  findings  or  recommendation  of  the  sanitary  board.

Amends  Sec.  274,  C.  C.  P.  The  proposed  amendment  adds  the  wo/ds 
"criminal  or  civil"  in  line  6  of  the  printed  bill.  In  line  7  after  the 
semicolon  following  the  word  "day"  the  following  is  eliminated: 
"which  amount,  when  more  than  one  case  is  reported  in  one  day.  must 
be  apportioned  by  the  court  between  the  several  cases".

Provides  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Veterinary 
Medicine  shall  consist  of  five  practitioners  in  veterinary  medicine 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  California 
Department  of  Agriculture,  instead  of  consisting  of  five  practitioners. 
Provides  that  the  President,  Vice  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
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Board  shall  be  elected  from  the  members.  Requires  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  to  be  made  to  the  Governor  in  December  instead  of  July. 
Increases  the  license  fee  from  $10  to  $20.  Omits  the  provision  that  any 
balance  in  the  fund  shall  be  paid  into  the  school  fund.  Provides 
that  examinations  shall  be  held  in  January  and  June  of  each  year, 
instead  of  January,  April.  July  and  October.  Provides  that  licenses 
to  practice  veterinary  medicine  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  the 
holder  shall  pay  the  annual  tax  of  $2.  Failure  to  pay  tax  forfeits 
license,  which  may  be  restored  upon  payment  of  $10.  Provides  that 
oneJialf  of  all  fines  or  forfeitures  collected  under  the  act  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Board.  Changes  the  puishment 
for  violations  of  the  act  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $200  or  imprisonment 
not  more  than  six  months,  or  both,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor 
more  than  $200  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  thirty  days  or  more  than 
six  months,  or  both.  Provides  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  $200  and  expenses  and  that  members  of  the 
Board  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  $10  and  expenses,  all  to  be  paid  from 
the  contingent  fund.

New  general  law.  Reenacts  act  providing  for  sale  of  jute  bags  manu- 
factured at  San  Quentin  Prison.  Deering  Gen.  Law,  No.  3952. 
Authorizes  the  Board  of  Prison  Directors  to  fix  the  price  on  jute 
bags  in  January  of  each  year  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter.  Omits 
the  requirement  that  notice  of  sale  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in  San 
Francisco.  Requires  that  all  orders  for  jute  goods  be  accompanied  by 
an  affidavit  setting  forth  the  name,  residence  and  occupation  of 
applicant  and  amount  of  goods  ordered,  instead  of  requiring  such 
affidavit  only  for  goods  ordered  before  April  1. 

A.  B.  27.  ADAMS. 

Amends  Sec.  634,  Pen.  C.  Authorizes  the  spearing  of  salmon  in  fish 
and  game  districts  1  and  3. 

A.  B.  28.  ADAMS. 

Amends  Sec.  2322x37,  Pol.  C.  County  horticultural  commissioner 
and  employees  of  Madera  County.  Salary  of  commissioner  increased 
from  $2,400  to  $3,200.  There  has  been  allowed  the  commisioner  a 
stenographer  at  a  salary  of  $1,800  per  annum.  Four  inspectors  at  a 
salary  of  $2,100  each  per  annum.  Six  inspectors  at  a  salary  of  $150 
each  per  month  during  time  actually  employed  but  not  to  exceed  in  any 
one  year  the  sum  of  $10,800;  traveling  expenses  for  inspectors  have 
been  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $3.50  each  per  day. 

A.  B.  29.  ADAMS. 

Amends  Sec.  4256,  Pol.  C.  County  Government  Act,  Merced  County. 
Salaries  of  deputy  sheriffs  increased  as  follows:  One  deputy  jailer  from 
$1,800  to  $2,400  per  annum  ;  one  deputy  from  $1,200  to  $1*500;  and  the 
salary  of  one  deputy  remains  at  $1,800  per  annum.  The  assistant 
assessor's  salary  has  been  increased  from  $2,000  to  $2,400;  and  the 
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salarv  of  one  deputy  district,  attorney  has  been  increased  from  $900  to 
$1,500. 

A.  B.  30.  ADAMS. 

Deering's  Gen.  Law.   Act  5780. 

Tlie  amendment  substitutes  the  word  "police"  for  "peace"  in  line  11, 
p.  1  of  the  printed  bill  and  adds  the  following:  "except  in  the  city  jail 
in  any  city  of  the  first  and  one-half  class"  appearing  in  lines  18,  19 
and  20,  p.*  1  of  the  printed  bill  and  adds  the  following:  "The  consent 
of  the  judge  or  justice,  who  sentenced  such  prisoner,  must  be  first 
obtained,  before  the  board  of  parole  commissioners  shall  parole  any 
prisoner  from  the  county  jail,"  appearing  in  lines  20,  21,  22  and  23, 
p.  2  of  the  printed  bill. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  consent  of  the  judge  or  justice  who 
sentenced  the  prisoner  must  be  obtained  before  a  prisoner  can  be 
released  from  the  county  jail. 

The  amendment  also  excepts,  from  the  provisions  of  the  act,  prisoners 
confined  in  the  city  jail  of  cities  of  the  first  and  one-half  class.

Amends  Sec.  167,  C.  C.  Amendment  commences  with  the  word  "the" 
in  line  5  of  the  printed  bill  and  continues  to  the  word  "marriage"  in 
line  7  of  the  printed  bill. 

The  amendment  provides  that  community  property  is  not  liable  for 
the  debts  of  the  wife  contracted  prior  to  marriage. 

A.  B.  32.  IIEISINGER. 

Deering's  Gen.  Law.    Act.  2964,  re  gasoline  tax. 

Amendment  to  Sec.  5  adds  the  following:  "in  addition  to  the  records 
hereinbefore  provided,  every  distributor  shall  keep  a  record,  in  such 
form  as  the  state  board  of  equalization  shall  require,  showing  the  total 
number  of  gallons  sold  and  distributed  in  each  county  of  the  state". 

The  amendment  to  Sec.  13  eliminates  the  following:  "number  of 
vehicles  registered  in  each  of  said  counties  bears  to  the  total  number  of 
such  vehicles  registered  in  the  state  as  determined  by  the  places  of 
residence  of  the  owners  to  whom  the  registration  certificates  for  such 
vehicles  have  been  issued  by  the  state  during  the  current  year,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  motor  vehicle  department  to  furnish  to  the 
state  controller  a  record  of  the  number  of  such  registrations  by 
counties",  which  would  appear  in  line  14,  p.  2  of  the  printed  bill,  after 
the  word  "the"  and  adds  the  following:  "total  number  of  gallons  sold 
and  distributed  in  every  county  bears  to  the  total  number  of  gallons 
sold  and  distributed  throughout  the  state". 

The  second  word  "fuel"  should  be  "fund"  in  line  10,  p.  2  of  the 
printed  bill. 
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A.  B.  33.  HEISINGER. 

Amends  Sec.  3756  of  the  Pol.  0.,  decreasing  the  penalty  from  15  per 
cent  to  10  per  cent  on  all  taxes  unpaid  on  first  Monday  of  December  of 
each  year  except  the  last  installment  which  remains  as  heretofore  should 
it  likewise  become  delinquent  on  last  .Monday  of  April  of  each  year. 

a.  b.  34.  Mcdonough. 

Deering's  Gen.  Law  4728.   Amends  Sees.  1  and  2  of  the  act. 

The  amendment  adds  the  word  "association"  in  lines  5,  7,  10  and  13, 
p.  1  of  the  printed  bill.  The  amendment  Farther  adds  all  matters  com- 
mencing "with  the  word  "the"  in  line  16,  p.  1  of  the  printed  hill  down  to 
and  including  the  word  "advertisement"  in  lines  6  and  7,  p.  2  of  the 
printed  bill. 

The  amendment  to  Sec.  2  adds  the  following  appearing  in  lines  10.

The  amendment  eliminates  the  following  which  would  appear  after 
the  word  "mortgage"  on  line  52,  p.  3  of  the  printed  bill:  "Fallen 
building  clause.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  agreement  indorsed 
hereon  or  added  hereto,  if  a  building  or  any  material  part  thereof  fall, 
except  as  the  result  of  fire,  all  insurance  by  this  policy  on  such  building 
Or  its  contents  shall  immediately  cease." 

The  amendment  eliminates  the  so-called  fallen  building  clause  from 
the  standard  form  of  insurance  policy.

New  general  law.  Authorizes  the  formation  of  garbage  disposal  dis- 
tricts within  incorporated  or  unincorporated  territory.  Board  of  super- 
visors may  pass  resolution  for  formation  of  garbage  disposal  districts. 
Must  publish  notice  and  give  hearing.  If  satisfied,  the  board  may  call 
an  election  and  if  the  electors  approve,  establish  a  district  and  make  the 
necessary  rules  and  appoint  the  necessary  agents  to  operate  the  garbage 
disposal  district.  Board  of  supervisors  may  levy  special  tax  sufficient 
to  cover  costs.  On  receipt  of  petition  requesting  dissolution  of  district 
or  changes  of  boundaries,  board  must  publish  notice  and  give  hearing 
and  may  abolish  or  alter  boundaries  of  district. 

A.  B.  37.  SCOFIELD. 

Deering's  Gen.  Law.  Act.  7106.  Adds  new  Sec.  10a  to  Sanitary 
District  Act  of  1923. 

The  amendment  or  new  section  would  permit  two  or  more  sanitary 
districts  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  maintenance  of  a  centralized 
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and  joint  administrative  organization  to  care  for  the  general  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  districts.  The  districts  might  employ  the 
same  officials  and  the  agreement  between  the  districts  shall  specify  the 
proportionate  amount  to  be  paid  by  each  district  towards  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  such  administrative  organization.  The  amount  so  fixed 
could  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  any  one  of  the  districts  to  the  agree- 
ment and  the  costs,  expenses,  salaries,  wages  or  other  compensation 
incurred  would  thereafter  be  payable  out  of  the  funds  of  the  treasury 
of  the  district  into  which  the  funds  were  deposited  or  transferred. 

A.  B.  38.  SCOPIELD. 

New  general  law.  Authorizes  governor  to  appoint  committee  of  three, 
to  consist  of  executive  member  of  civil  service  commission,  an  employee 
of  the  state,  and  another  person,  to  investigate  pension  systems  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature.
